Arts  Center 
Dedication 
Set  In  April

The  spacious  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center  at  BYU  is  the  largest  ac- 
ademic building  on  campus  and 
one  of  the  outstanding  fine  art 
buildings  in  the  U.S. 

THE  BUILDING  will  be  dedic- 
ated April  3,  and  named  in  honor 
of  the  late  Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris, 
president  of  BYU  from  1921  to 
1945,  who  first  oi-ganized  a Col- 
lege of  Fine  Arts  in  1925. 

Conan  Mathews,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Com- 
munications, reports  that  about  35 
per  cent  of  all  students,  regard- 
less of  their  major  are  now  taking 
classes  in  the  arts. 

THERE  ARE  presently  8,707 
students  enrolled  in  the  college. 

The  building  also  houses  the 
Broadcast  Services  area  of  the 
newly  created  Division  of  Com- 
munication Services  at  BYU.  This 
departrnent  produces  radio  and 
television  programs  for  KBYU- 
FM,  KBYU-TV  and  some  com- 
merical  stations. 

THE  NEW  FIVE  level  structure 
covers  about  two  acres  of  land. 
In  plan,  it  resembles  a gaint  "H” 
formed  by  four  wings  connected 
by  a “grand  gallery”  three  stories 
high. 

Two  major  theaters,  a Con- 
cert Hall  seating  1,500  and  a 600. 
seat  playhouse  flank  the  gallery. 
There  is  also  a 300-seat  Experi- 
mental Theater,  a 200-  seat  Arena 
Theater  and  a 400-seat  Recital 
Hall.  Some  of  these  areas  double 
for  classrooms. 

OTHER  FACILITIES  include 
an  opera  workshop;  art  storage 
area;  band  rehearsal  room;  sym-

Amemlmeiit  Proposed 
For  International  Veep 


An  amendment  has  been  pro- 
posed to  the  ASBYU  Constitu- 
tion by  the  International  Students 
Committee.  The  proposal  requests 
that  an  office  of  Vice  President 
of  International  Affairs  be 
created. 

SPEARHEADING  THE  drive 
for  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment in  referendum  form  is  Jim 
Ellis,  presently  co-chairman  of 
the  International  Students  Coun- 
cil. 

As  the  proposal  is  presently 
drafted  the  new  officer  would  be 
responsible  for  directing  the  acti- 
vities of  the  International  Stu- 
dents Council,  the  World  Affairs 
Committee,  the  Model  United  Na- 
tions, and  other  International  ori. 
ented  organizations. 

SUPPORTERS  OF  the  referen. 
dum  circulated  petitions  among 
the  studentbody  last  Thursday 
and  within  the  day  had  approx- 
minately  10  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody’s  signatures  on  the 
petitions. 

In  explaining  the  action  of  the 
international  students  Ataur  Ra- 
hman from  Pakistan,  a member 
of  the  International  Students 
Council,  stressed  that  the  cosmo- 
politan nature  of  the  BYU  stu- 
dentbody with  about  700  students 
from  50  foreign  countries  at- 
tending emphasizes  the  need  of 
such  an  office. 

EXPLAINING  FURTHER  Reza 
Ghaffari  ,from  Iran  and  Presi 
dent  of  the  Iranian  Club  and 
member  of  the  International  Stu- 
dent Council  and  International 
Culture  Committee,  said  there  has 
long  been  a lack  of  coordination 
and  direction  in  the  student  gov- 
ernment phase  of  the  Internation- 
al student  program  at  BYU. 

This,  he  continued,  was  due 
primarily  to  the  fact  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  International 
Students  Council  is  appointed  by 
the  Vice  President  of  Student  Re- 
lations, thus  inhibiting  effective 
communications  with  the  rest  of 
student  government. 

IT  WAS  DUE  to  these  diffU 
eulties  and  also  to  the  desire  of 
the  BYU  International  Students  to 
participate  more  fully  in  the  stu- 
dentbody government  and  stu- 
dent activities  that  the  new  of- 
fice was  proposed,  stated  Jean- 
ne Gross,  chairman  of  the  Inter- 
national Culture  Committee. 


Supporters  of  the  referendum 
are  now  clearing  the  way  so  the 
proposed  amendment  may  be 
voted  on  in  the  coming  final  elec- 
tions of  the  ASBYU  officers. 

Election  of  the  newly  created 
officer  would  be  handled  at  a 
later  date,  possibly  by  a special 
election  or  with  the  freshman  el- 
ections in  the  fall,  according  to 
Mary  Ann  Black,  Elections  Com- 
mittee chairman.

Survival  Maneuver  Completed 


BYU’s  AFROTC  corps  and  a 
group  of  Army  reservist  worked 
together  Saturday  to  increase 
performance  levels  in  a unique 
maneuver. 

THE  MANEUVER,  initiated  by 
the  cadets,  placed  nearly  fifty  of 
their  number  in  enemy  (Reserv- 
ist) held  territory  after  a simu- 
lated airplane  crash.  Their  ob- 
jective was  to  link  up  with  fri- 
endly partisans,  who  would  con- 
duct them  from  the  territory,  be- 
fore being  captured  by  the  enemy. 

They  were  divided  into  six 
plane  crews  each  commanded  by 
one  of  their  own  number.  Each 
flight  was  observed  by  a super- 
ior officer. 

THE  CADETS  were  equipped 
only  with  such  equipment  as 
they  might  have  after  bailing  out 
of  an  airplane— no  weapon.s  were 
included.  For  this  reason  con- 
flict with  the  armed  reservists 
had  to  be  avoided. 

Most  flights  followed  the  cir- 
cuitous ridges  south  toward  their 
objective,  often  through  four  or 


more  feet  of  snow  to  avoid  the 
enemy.  The  climb  to  the  ridges 
involved  a vertical  rise  of  over 
3,000  feet  and  was  accomplished 
in  approximately  two  and  one- 
half  hours. 

THOSE  CADETS  participating 
in  the  maneuver  which  was  held 
in  the  rugged  terrain  west  of 
Utah  Lake  were  juniors  in  the 
Aerospace  program  who  are  cur- 
rently undergoing  intensive  train- 
ing designed  to  prepare  them  for 
outstanding  performance  in  any 
leadership  or  training  situation. 
The  special  training  program  is 
under  the  command  of  Cadet  Lt. 
Col.  Chris  Jeffries  supervised 
by  the  BYU  Commandant  of 
Cadets,  Capt.  Loyal  Hastings. 

The  eight-week  training  period 
which  will  be  completed  April  7 
has  included  the  opportunity  for 
each  man  to  fill-each  of  the  posi- 
tions of  leadership  from  squad 
leader  through  squadron  com- 
mander, and  has  emphasized  a 
rigorous  physical  training  pro- ,
